Monumental Association.

An adjourned meeting or the former comrades-in-arm- s

of the late Gen. Custer was held at the
National hotel last evening. Major IL H. FInloy
presided, and CoL E. W. Whltaker acted as
secretary.

The committee appointed Saturday evening to
prepare resolutions, appropriate to the occasion,
submitted the following, which were adopted:

HES0LUT1OXM

Whereas we learn, with feelings or molt In-

tense sorrow, of the massacre, In the wilds or
Montana, of the late Major General George A.
Custer, and she officers and soldiers or his com-

mand; therefore, be It
RttolvrA, That wo extend to the surviving rela-

tives of the late General and his command our
sympathies in this the hour or their great afflic-
tion and sorrow.

JlriolrtJ, That in Custer we recognized the
soldier whose whole life was devoted to a consci-
entious discharge or his dnty, and that among all
the Illustrious dead whose lives have been offered
up as sacrifices In ourcountr)' cause no name
stands higher or shines with tho lustre or braver
deeds, higher courage, stricter adherence to duty
than his, who in all tho qualities or head and
bsart constituting the great soldier was the peer
of those two whose names havo been handed
down to us irom tho historic past, and that here-alt-

to the names or Sidney and Bayard shall
be added that or Custer, as a model or chivalrlc
htuor and glory, alter whoso name shall also bo
written, Sam vvtr sans reproche.

Kctolvrd, That we will cherish the names and
memory ol Gen. Custer and bis slain comrades,
and that the fadeless glory or their deeds shall
not be forgotten until the grand reveille of tho

morning shall call all together to be
separated no more.

Kaolrcd, That we deprecate all attempts, from
whatever source they may procecd,to detract from
the glory of the Illustrious dead, and demand that
to the future shall bo left to demonstrate the

A MOM"MET.
Mr. Fred. Thomson, in a tew eloquent remarks,

siKikc or the appropriateness or erecting a statue
to tl o incmnrvonSco. Custer.

Mr. Jo'cph Fought, who served In the late war
as bugler and scout to Gen. Custer, said that tho
statue should be nn equestrian ilguro. He related
an incident that occurred at Cpperville, just
before Gettysburg. A cavalry battle was In
progress just alter a charge, in whieh tho Conrod-erate- s

were repulsed: the Confederate commander
lid not withdraw Willi his men. but halted his

horse debantly between tho two lines. He was a
man of ui.u-u- size, and seemed a giant as he sat
on his horse.

Tho 1 nicn men were and almost
struck with fear at the man's size and daring
t'pster cantered out Irom his troops and riding
directly up to the Confederate giant, drew his
blade, and. after three or four passes, drow .a'--
his horse, then spurred him upqulcklv. ran his
antagonist through the body and twisted him
out ol the raddle. The giant lies buried on the
road near where he foil. This actor Custer's
was considered unrivaled In daring.

Mr. Fought suggested that tho moment of Cus-
ter's charge upon the giant would bo an appro-
priate one to represent in tho statue.

Mr. Thomfun made a motion, which was car-
ried, that a committee or five be appointed to
arrange lor the organization of a Custer monu-
mental organization.

The Chair appointed as the committee Colonel
Duggan, Colonel Lake, Captain Spencer, Captain
Armes and Mr. Thompson.

Hcmarks were mado by others present, and the
meeting was finally adjourned until this even-
ing, when the t Irom tho committee on the
monumental association will be heard.

TWO KEN DKOWHED.

A Boat Capsized in Socle Creek.
An accident by which two colored men wero

drowned occurred about noon yesterday, near the
mouth of Bock creek. It Is the custom of work-
men acd others In that vicinity to get drinking
water from a spring: t tbt f"ot of I stjwt. Three
men cmrlov cd on Winship's coal wharf, George-
town, started in an old skiff across Hock creek to
the spring. When about hair way v cr the boat
aipsiieii, and tho men were thrown Into the water,
which Is verv deep at lhat point. Assistance came
In time to save one of the men, who straggled and
kept above water. The other two, William Tay-
lor and Alexander Patterson, wtut to tho bottom.
Their bodies wero recovered within fifteen min-utes after the accident, but alt effort to restore
lie were fruitless.
